SPIRITUAL  ANAEMICS 

One  , of  the  nlost  pitiful  and  painful  sights 
as  we  go  aliout  the  country  is  that  of  so 
many  people  Who  are  thin  and  drawn  and 
weak  in  body  They  are  not  counted  as  in- 
. valuta,  indeed  hiany  of  them  are  constantly 
at  work.  They  are  generally  hollow-eyed, 
hollow-checked,  hollow-elies|ted.  The  skin 
is  drawn  and  colorless  or  like  leather  in  ap- 
pearance. They  never  feel  very  well;  don’t 
know  what  it  is  to  feel  vigorous.  The  eye 
“ duj1  n,,d  lustreless.  They  don’t  know 
what  is  the  matter  with  theta;  many  of  them 
dou  t know  there  is  anything  the  matter 
with  them,  but  think  it  is  just  natural  for 
them  to  be  that  way.  It  do  sn’t  always  take 
a physician  to  see  that  something  is  wrong 
with  these  people  and  to  leng  to  help  them 
They  go  to  yonr  hearf.  .Many  of  them  are 
poor;  poor  because  there  is  something  wrong 
with  their  bodies  which  s,os  their  energies 
and  limits  their  mental  activity.  They  are 
helpless,  spiritless,  and  often  without  ambi- 
tion, In  the  children  it  prevents  develop- 
ment of  body  and  mind,  nuking  them  some- 
times dull  or  seeming  lazy.  There  may  be 
oue^or  more  of  many  caus.  i behind  all  this, 
but  one  condition  is  certain  : they  are  anae- 
mic-lacking in  blood  stiff  eient’  or  of  the 
right  quality  to  give  them  the  full  tide  of 
vitality.  Long  before  Oahn  discovered  the 
circulation  of  the  blood,  the  Lord  said  “The 
Wood  is  the  life.”  These  pUpIe  suffer  with 
anaemia,  or  poverty  of  the  blood,  from  one 
of  three  causes.  They  do  riot  get  enough  to 
•'«t,  or  it  m not  prepared  sri  as  to  be  digest- 
ible or  some  parasite  or  g.jrm  is  feeding  on 
H and  destroying  it-s„ol,  las  hookworm  or 
tubercular  trouble 

Now,  let  us  turn  these  oiler  to  the  doctor

There  is  a more  distressing  condition  in 
I he  churches,  where  a large  proportiou  of 
the  membership  are  spiritual  anaemic*,  luck 
mg  in  good  red  blood,  in  strong  wholesome 
C ,in8lJa''  1,fe  a,,d  activity.  Some  are  just 
a barely  alive,  unwilling  to  give  up  the  life 
if  they  have  and  yet  uncomfortable,  never  feel- 
? ing  well  nor  able  to  do  much.  .Many  do 
1 not  know  that  there  is  anything  better  ami 
> are  not  aware  that  there  is  anything’  the 
1 '“att,r  WRh  them;  just  as  more  than  half 
’ t,,e  P,;°l,,e  i»  some  localities  are  the  victims 
of  hookworm  and  don’t  know  it. 

What  are  we  going  to  do  for  these  peo- 
ple? Help  must  come  from  the  outside,  for 
they  will  never  help  themselves. 

The  uuii logy  of  the  bodily  condition  may 
suggest  help  here.  These  people  need  to  he 
fed  right.  They  art:  weak  because  they 
don  t g.-t  w liat  they  need  to  eat.  The  bread 
of  life  is  the  Word  of  God,  the  truth  as  it 
is  in  Jesus,  yea  it  is  Jesus  Himself,  the 
knowledge  of  Him  properly  presented  and 
personally  received.  This  puts  great  re- 
sponsibility  on  parent*  and  teachers  and 
preachers  and  editors.  Many  are  hunger- 
nitten  and  gaunt  in  spirit,  pictures  of  spir- 
itual  famine.  The  man  in  your  church  who 
is  no  account  may  need  nourishment  may 
need  ,t  ministered  to  him  with  a spoon  if  he 
does,,  ’t  go  to  the  table.  The  story  goes  that 
W’lieu  many  renie.L,,  had  been  used  on  a 
very  poor  and  sick  horse,  that  somebody  sug- 
gested “Try  CORN!”  Many  elmreh  mem- 
bers  are  a reflection  on  the  pastors— they 
need  something  to  eat ! I„  some  homes  peo 
pie  have  an  abundance  to  cat,  but  don’t 
know  how  to  cook  it  so  its  to  make  it  palata- 
ble and  wholesome.  Preachers  might  learn 
something  from  ibis.  See  that  it  is  “serv- 
ed” right.  The  way  it  is  prepared  may 
build  up  or  destroy  health. 

Of  one  thing  we  are  quite  sure.  There  are 
one  hundred  thousand  Baptists  in  Mississip- 
pi who  will  never  make  strong  men  and 
women  in  (he  kingdom  until  they  are  sup- 
plied with  the  knowledge  of  God’s  Word 
and  work  This  The  Baptist  Record  is  try- 
ing to  help  the  preachers  and  others  to  do 
every  week.

first  honor  man,  and  assigned  him  the  most 
prominent  plaee  on  the  commencement  pro- 
grapi.  Tire  ardent  nineteen- year-old  boy 
seized  his  hat,  rushed  to  bis  room  with 
throbbing  pulse  sat  down  at  Itin  tabic  and 
wrote,  with  trembling  hand.] the  following 
letter:  jj 

“My  dear  Father: — 

"1  have  got  it. 

“Your  affectionate  son. 

“A.  Judson,  Jr.” 

At  the  same  time  the  president  of  the  col- 
lege wrote  to  the  proud  father,  congratu- 
lating him  most  heartily  in  Ihe  happy  pros- 
peet  which  he  enjoyed  in  the  possession  of 
such  a sou. 

In  the  fall  of  that  year  Judson  became 
principal  of  an  academy  at  Plymouth,  Mass. 
During  this  year  of  teaching  he  wrote  two 
text-hooks,  “Judson ’s  Elements  of  English 
lirrtsnmar”  and  “The  Young  Ladies’  Arith- 
metic.” Both  were  accepted  by  the  pub- 
lishers and  were  somewhat  extensively  used. 
Of  course,  however,  all  textdiooks  of  that 
day  have  long  since  been  superceded  by  oth- 
ers. As  this  Was  the  only  "young  ladies’ 
arithmetic”  the  world  has  ever  known  it 
seems  a pity  that  it  weijUuit  of  use! 

At  the  close  <)f  this  session.  Judson  and 
his  father  decides!  that  it  wopld  he  wise  for 
him  to  take  a Horseback  tour  through  the 

New  England  Stat-s  and  h arg  wh!H  mid 

of  the  country  a|id  the  people.  Such  a va- 
cation might  not  lie  unprofitable  to  some  of 
our  latter-day  ehllege  students,  who  know 
so  much  of  hooka  and  so  little  of  the  people 
and  the  country: i 

I have  said  thiit  Judson  was  brilliant.  1 
have  shown  that  ^ie  was  splendidly  educated 
for  his  age.  Wo  have  noticed  his  ambi- 
tion and  his  great  promise  for  future  prom- 
inence* but  I ha\fe  failed  to  say  that  he  was 
not  a Christian.  No,  during  his  college 
days  he  had  evitn  become  a skeptic.  A 
wave  of  French  infidelity  was  then  sweep- 
ing over  the  country  and  he  and  his  bril- 
liant college  mates  had  devoured  much  dan- 
gerous literaturi  At  this  kind.  Judson  had 
revealed  his  skepticism  to  his  parents.  Mis 
father  had  argi(ed  ami  sternly  denounced. 
II is  mother  had  Wept.  Judson  was  superior 
to  his  father  iit  argument,  hut  he  had  no 
answer  for  his  mother’s  tears.  They  melted 
his  heart.  Arp]  yet  his  brilliant  intellect 
called  for  reasons  Judson  rode  through 
several  of  the  New  England  Stntes  and  even 
reached  Albany,  N.  Y.,  where  he  went  to  sec 
Fulton’s  new- -steamboat,  which  was  then  the 
wonder  of  the  world.  It  was  about  to  make 
its  second  trip!  down  the  Hudson  from  Al- 
bany to  New  York  City.  Judson  had  left 
his. horse  with  an  uncle  and  lie  now  availed 
himself  of  this  fascinating  opportunity.  Th  ■ 
wonderful  scenjery'  along  the  Hudson  charm- 
ed him  and  impressed  him  deeply. 

- When  he  returned  to  Albany,  after  “tak- 
ing in”  the  city  of  New  York,  he  again  start- 
ed on  his  horseback  tour.  He  stopped  one 
night  at  a country  inn  As  the  landlord 
lighted  hfm  to  his  room,  he  said,  "Mr.  Jud- 
' »n,  I shall  have  to  put  you  in  a room  next 
to  a sick  young  man.  Th-  doctor  says  that 
the  |Mx>r  young  fellow  will  probably  die  be- 
fore morning,  blit  this  is. the  only  vacant

room  I have.”  Mr.  Judson  assured  the 
landlord  that  beyond  natural  sympathy  for 
the  sufferer  he  would  not  be  disturbed.  But 
Judson  WAS  disturbed.  In  fact,  he  retir- 
ed to  r stlessness.  He  could  hear  the  groans 
of  the  sufferer  and  the  silent  tread  of  the 
watchers.  lie  began  to  think.  "The  doc- 
tor said  he  was  a young  man  anti  that  he 
would  probably  die  before  morning.  * 
wonder  if  he  is  prepared  to  go.  Suppose  it 
were  I.  I am  a skeptic.  I do  not  believe 
in  Christianity,  but  if  1 "ere  on  my  death- 
bed. would  1 be  willing  to  launch  out  into 
the  unknown  dark  in  my  present  condition! 
Would  I wish  that  I had  my  mother’s  faith? 
Would  I long  for  the  hope  that  inspires  her 
heart  and  beautifies  her  life?”  When  the 
restless  night  was  over,  the  sun  poured  its 
ravst  into  Judson ’s  room  and  filled  it  with 
glorious  light.  lie  rose  and  hastened  t<> 
prepare  for  breakfast.  As  he  did  so.  he 
began  to  think  less  of  himself  for  the  “fool- 
ish" thoughts  that  hud  occupied  his  mind 
and  kept  him  awake.  "What  would  my 
brilliant  schooHnatcs  say."  thought  dud- 
son,  "if  they  knew  how  I had  spent  this 
night?  What  would  the  brilliant  E-: — 
think  of  me,  that  clear  thinker,  that  logical 
reasoner.  that  brilliant  and  promising  schol- 
ar. that  prince  of  good  fellows?  What 
would  he  think  if  he  knew  how  I hail  spent 
this  night!”  As  he  hastened  down  to 
breakfast  he  Vnet  the  landlord,  "and  how  is 
the  young  man  this  morning?”  asked  Jud- 
son.  ■"He  is  dead,”  replied  the  landlord. 
"Dead!  and  do  you  know  who  he  was,”  ask- 
ed Judson 

“Oh  yes."  said  the  landlord,  ''he  was  a 

young  man  by  the  name  of  E , a recent 

student  from  Providence  College.  He  was 
such  a fine  fellow.  It  surely  is  a , pity!” 
Judson  was  dazed.  He  stood  fixed  on  the 
spot  with  his  heart  like  ice.  “My  brilliant, 
my  Moved,  my  skeptical  school-mate  lias 
died  in  the  room  adjoining  me,  and  I knew 
it  not!” 

Judson  did  not  feel  like  continuing  his 
tour.  With  a shadow  on  his  face  and  an 
arrow  in  his  heart,  he  turned  his  horse’s 
face  homeward.  He  never  found  rest  until 
he  found  it  at  the  foot  of  the  Gross. 

“At  the  cross,  at  the  cross. 

Where  I first  saw  the  light 

And  the  burden  of  inv  heart  rolled  away. 

It  was  there  by  faith’. 

lie  received  his  sight 

And  entered  his  long  useful  day.” 

But  Judson  di<l  not  find  peace  suddenly, 
lie  was  a thinker  and  had  read  much  on  the 
wrong  side;  his  mind  had  been  filled  with 
false  theories  and  doubts.  lie  talked  with 
his  father  and  mother,  began  to  read  his 
Bible  again  and  doubtless  prayed  the  prayer 
of  the  skeptic,  who  cried  out  in  the  darkness 
>f  doubt.  "Oh  God,  if  there  he  a God,  lead 
me  to  the  light."  That  fall  he  entered  An- 
dov-  r Theological  Seminary.  He  was  not 
i ministerial  student,  not  even  a professor 
rf  faith  iij  Christ.  So.  it  was  by  special  ar 
rangement  that  he  was  received  as  a student 
in  the  theological  seminary.  Not  until  two 
or  three  months  after  he  hail  entered  the 
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seminary  did  he  find  rest  by  faith  in  the 
Savior — but  it  came.  It  came  as  it  comes 
to  every  man  who  turns  an  honest  earnest 
heart  toward  God.  When  the  heart  be- 
comes right,  the  mind  clears.  It  may  clear 
gradually,  but  sooner  or  later  it  clears 
"Come  unto  me  all  ye  that  labor  and  are 
heavy  laden  Hnd  1 will  give  you  rest.” 

Purification  and  Baptism. 

This  is  a day  for  the  reconsideration  of 
all  Bible  statements.  He  who  would  stop 
it  could  not  and  if  he  could  he  should  not. 
The  time  is  here  when  every  Christian  should 
sav  to  himself,  "I  take  the  Bible  to  he  the 
Word  of  God,  therefore  a complete  book  of 
divine  instructions  and  teachings,  and  a per- 
fect guide  for  life  and  Christian  duty;  for 
that  reason  1 will  study  it  for  myself  and  see 
just  what  it  teaches  me.” 

The  greatest  curses  of  the  Christian  world 
have  been,  first  the  setting  up  of  the  inter- 
pretations of  men.  as  the  sure  anil  finished 
meanings  of  what  God  has  said  on  even’ 
subject,  and  demanding  that  all  o.iier  stu- 
dents of  the  word  see  it  just  that  way.  Sec- 
ond, the  denunciation  of  everyone  who,  when 
honestly  studying  for  himself,  sees  in  the 
word  some  other  meanings  than  the  standard 
inteqiretations. 

The  Bible  being  held  to  have  been  divine- 
ly inspired,  should  ho  considered  as  an  open 
I M»ok  for  all — the  height  and  depth  of  whose 
teachings  no  mind  has  ever  yet  reached , 
therefore  still  to  he  searched  by  everyone 
who  seeks  to  know  the  mind  of  God  as  in 
the  word  revvib.  J.  i*«d  > very  search-r  sb,  i,i  \ 
he  respected  for  his  study  and  considered 
honest  in  his  interpretations.  It  is  hard  to 
conceive  of  one  acting  dishonestly  in 
searching  the  won!  of  God. 

Everything  in  the  Bible  has  more  in  it 
than  is  seen  at  first  reading,  and  only  God 
knows  the  fulness  of  what  the  word  con- 
tains. It  is  like  a mine  whose  bottom  no 
man  has  found,  hut  gets  richer  and  richer 
deeper  down;  then-fore  it  should  lie  said  to 
every  student,  "dig  deeper  still;”  and 
should  some  student  sec  what  wc  have  not 
seen  we  should  he  slow  to  criticise  for  it 
may  he  that  he  has  gone  deeper  into  the 
mine  of  truth  than  we  have  ever  gone. 

Recently  1 was  n-studying  h&ptisjn.  trying 
to  justly  Hnd  fairly  consider  the  grounds 
f r sprinkling  ir  ..dn-in  ration  of  tli  riie  1 
and  I fell  upon  the  plea  that  the  prototype 
or  original  model,  of  the  ortlinanee  is  found  1 
in  the  Jewish  rite  of  purification,  as  found  in 
Numbers  19,  and  confirmed  in  God’s  prom-  I 
ise  in  Ezekiel  J6:25.  i 

I decided  to  study  the  matter  just  as  un-  1 
biaaedly  as  I could,  for  I want  to  know  the  I 
truth  Now.  I sav  it  honestly  that  Ezekiel  ] 
36:25  is  the  only  text  in  the  Bible  that  it  i

by  itself,  without  considering  the  ennnee-  t 
tom,  is  enough  to  make  nn-n  think  that  i

us  practice.  Hut  a careful  consideration  of  » 
tie  things  asid  in  connection  with  the  text 
shows  clearly  that  it  has  no  such  signifies-  i 
Aon.  ^his  is  evident  from  the  fact  that  the  n 
flings  which  it  is  said,  in  the  connection,  t 
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that  God  woti|d  do  to  Israel  at  the  tunc 
that  He  would  sprinkle  c)ean  water  uj*on 
them.  etc.,  wrw  uoi  done  when  Chris!  was 
upon  earth  nor  have  they  yet  !«■  n done. 
There  is  in  the  text  a positive  promise  of  the 
restoration  of  Israel  at  tie  time  referr  d to, 
and  instead  ol  Israel  being  restored  when 
Christianity  wis  set  up  in  the  earth  the  na- 
tion was  re jeeied  and  seat  tiered  into  all  the 
world,  and  is  m-attered  yeit.  This  is  also 
evident  from  tlie  faet  that  it  was  Israel  as 
a nation  that  )iod  was  to  sprinkle  and  to 
them  1 If  was  ti  give  a new  heart,  but  Israel 
as  a nation  rejected  both  John's  baptism 
and  Jesus  Christ,  and  it  h»is  no  new  heart 
unto  tfiis  day*  These  facta  show  thal  there 
is  no  reference  whatever  in  the  text  to  hap 
tism,  for  Imptisin  was  established  !'.•<*>  years 
niro  and  not  oml  promise  of  the  text  has  been 
fulfilled.  Thai  does  not  iitCan  that  the  text 
has  failed— not  at  all  It  will  yet  he  fill 
filled.  God  will  yet  restore  Israel  and  give 
them'  a new  heart  toward  Christ,  aml  do 
just  what  is  meant  by  the  words,  "I  will 
sprinkle  dean  water  upon  you.  and  you 
shall  he  clean.’  God  never  fails  to  fulfill 
His  promises,  llut  we  often  fail  to  rmnprr 
liend  His  words  and  therefore  think  that  He 
has  failed.  * ’ i

I think 
I sec.  The  ribl  was  never  intended  to  ac- 
tually purify  nor  to  represent  a perfect  pur- 
ification. hut  only  an  imperfect,  ceremonial 
cleansing  from  ceremonial  defilement.  This 
mixture  was  itsj-If  a producer  of  nnclean- 
ness  in  all  who  touched  it.

K.  L.  Wesson. 
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is  not  intteh  in  a total  of  $400,000. 
I>ut  this  $7,000  taken  in  connection  with  oth- 
er things,  portends  a heavy  debt  on  April 
noth  this  year  and  that  nothing  less  than 
general,  heroic  and  instant  giving  will  avert 
this  greatly  to  he  deplored  result. 

The  other  things  referred  to  include  the 
following:  Last  year  the  appropriation.!  of 

the  Hoard  were  something  like  $2.>,,',*‘)  h‘ss 
than  this  year.  We  barely  got  out  of  debt 
last  year.  If  we  should  receive  the  same 
amount  for  the  last  fifteen  days'  this  year 
as  We  did  last,  the  Home  Hoard  would  have 
a debt  of  from  $25,000  to  635,000 
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Unfortunately  there  are  some  indications 
that  the  retnrnjtKfor  the  last  two  weeks  will 
net  equal  those  of  last  year  from  some  quar- 
ters. It  will  avail  nothing  now  to  trjrlo 
analyze  our  reasons  for  this  statement.  I 
have  only  written  with  the  detail  1 have  in 
the. thought  that  it  may  cause  brethren  to 
understand,  while  yet  there  is  a chance  to 
remedy  the  lack  the  situation  which  con- 
fronts the  Home  Mission  Hoard. 

If  it  would  do  any  good,  one  could  show- 
how  easy  it  would  be  For  2.500.000  Baptists, 
25.000  churches,  to  avert  the  coming  of  ttys 
threatened  calamity  to  one  of  the  great  mis- 
sionary agencies  of  the  denomination.  One 
could  show  how  one  dollar  from  each  church 
extra:  one  cent  a member  extra,  would  help 
the  situation  much,  and  how  two  dollars 
from  each  church  extra,  <n  two  cents  a 
member  (the  value  of  a postage  stamp!)  ex- 
tra in  the  giving,  as  compared  with  last 
year,  would  save  the  Hoard  a damaging 
debt  and  secure  for  the  denomination  the 
moral  advantage  that  it  greatly  needs  of 
confidence  in  its  powers  for  large  conquest 
in  home  .mission  endeavor. 

Hut  these  “averages”  I suppose,  may  be 
a ltoomerang  against  the  interests  to  aid 
which  they  are  invoked.  It  is  a moral  cer- 
tainty that  thousands  of  Southern  Haptist 
churches  will  not  give  anything  at  all  to 
home  missions,  whether  We  invoke  averages 
or  not.  » 

The  wjorld  looks  on  none  too  kindly  as  we 
urge  and  plead  w ith  the  people  of  Hod  to  do 
large  things  for  the  cause  of  ( hrist.  The 
world  has  certain  tricks  of  its  own  for  get- 
ting far  more  money  from  n far  smaller  num- 
ber of  people  to  further  its  ends.  The 
tforld  makes  a mock  of  our  languid  efforts 
to  support  the  work  of  the  King  of  kings. 
God  balks  down  upon  us  and  sees  the  tor- 
pid. dragging  steps  with  which  ours  spiritual 
body  turns  itself  toward  a mission  program 
of  courage  and  conquest.  Appointed  as  the 
clearing  house  for  the  conduct  of  the  activ- 
ities of  the  brotherhood  in  saving  the  home- 
land the  Home  Board  as  best  it  can.  cries 
aloud  <n  an  effort  to  arouse  and  enlist  the 
brethren  for  this  work  in  a way  worthy  of 
our  great  ability. 

There  is  yet  time!  A rally  and  a pull  all 
together  will  do  wonders.  Yes.  a pull  all 
together  of  just  half  of  the  churches  will 
ifn  it  The  Lord  enhearten  everybody  for 
the  pull  A strong  ptjll  all  together!  Shall 
we  not  all  try!
